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The origination and early success of this Hospital as a School 
for Ophthalmic Surgery are attributahle to a great Surgeon, 
John Cunningham Saunders, who first adapted the operation for 
Cataract to the condition of infancy. It is the earliest, in order of 
time, of the Institutions of this class, now so general throughout 
this Empire and in other countries. 



It U deemed right to draw attention to the delay in euhmittmg 
children with Cataract to the care of the Surgeon. In 650 ea^see of 
that description brought to the Moepitdl, the average age is estima^ 
at eeven yearSf although the condition of early childhood is moH 
favourable for the operation* 
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REPORT for 1881. 

In submittiDg their Annual Eeport for the year 1881 
to the Governors of the Eoyal London Ophthalmic 
Hospital, the Committee of Management have with 
sorrow to announce the decease of their highly 
esteemed and greatly respected Treasurer, Henry 
Sykes Thornton,, Esq., which took place in November 
last. Mr. Thornton during the period of eighteen 
years held such office, and the Committee feel most 
deeply that the Hospital has lost a valued friend, 
one always ready to help by his aid and support, 
and who, during his long connection with the 
Institution, unceasingly displayed both zeal and 
interest in its progress and welfare. 

The Committee have much pleasure in announcing 
that Mr. John Deacon, of the firm of Williams, 
Deacon & Co., 20, Birchin Lane, London, has kindly 
consented to undertake the duties of Treasm^er, and 
it is with much satisfaction that the Committee 
submit his election to the Governors. 
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The Committee greatly regi*et to amaounce that 
the past year has not been financially one of pro- 
sperity. The Iilcoiiie of the Hospital has been 
insufficient to meet the heavy Expenditure necessarily 
required for the working and support of the Institu- 
tion in its enlarged sphere of usefulness, and the 
Committee have felt much anxiety from time to time 
as to how to provide for the liabilities necessarily 
incurred, indeed this has only been accomplished by 
a large withdrawal from the accumulated savings of 
past years. They are in consequence preparing a 
Special Appeal to the benevolent and charitably 
disposed, which, in the interest of the great number 
of the suffering poor and needy who seek relief and 
recovery of sight at the Hospital, it is hoped will be 
liberally responded to. 

To the Governors and friends of the Hospital who 
have so kindly by their contributions in the past, 
and to those who year by year by their Annual 
Subscriptions, help in its support, the Committee 
are most grateful, and they venture to ask them 
to urge upon their friends the claims of the Hospital 
at this time, when they are compelled to make a 
special effort to obtain imareased support. 

Prom the House Surgeon's statement for the year 
it appears that 22,854 persons have been admitted as 
Out-patients, and that the number of patients' 
attendances was 114,270. 
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The In-patients numbered 1,736, making a tot<il 
of 24,690 persons cured or relieved within the twelve 
months ending December 8Ist% 

A classified detail of the variety of diseases treated 
among this large number will be found in the annexed 
Statement compiled by the Surgical Staff, to which 
special attention is invited ; and the Committee desire 
to tender to their Honorary Staff most cordial thanks 
for the very valuable services they so nobly render, 
and for the skill with which they avert from 
SO' many of their fellow-creatures in a humbler sphere 
of life the great and probably the most dreaded 
affliction of blindness. 

A reference to the Statement of Accounts annexed 
will show that the Donations for the year have been 
dei,437. 7s. 7d., being £418/ lis. 8d. in excess of 
1880. Legacies of £450 from the late G. Habgbeaves, 
Esq., £100 from the late Mrs. Elizabeth Gbimes, and 
£19. Ids. from the late Maby Bidwell have been 
received. The Committee most cordially thank the 
Executors of these benefactors for their attention, 
and for the promptness with which the Legacies were 
paid, and they have also to convey to Mrs. James 
Packe and to J. Hibbert, Esq., their very grateful 
thanks for further contributions of £S2, 10s., and 
£69 respectively. 

The Distributors of the "Metropolitan Hospital 
Sunday Fund" very kindly awarded to th6 bsiti-

tution this year the sum of £281. 5s.^ and the 
Council of ''Hospital Saturday," £143. i7s.; both of 
these amounts have been duly receiyed and aeknow- 
ledged^ and the Committee are very grateful for the 
aid thus bestowed. 

The Annual Subscriptions have amounted to 
£769. 2s., being an increase of £27 for the year as 
compared with 1880. The Committee regret the loss 
of several old Subscribers, but at the same time it is 
to them a source of gratification that their places 
have been filled by others, and they would urge thos6 
who value the blessing of health, but may not 
be able to give a Donation, to assist them by this 
mode of contribution. 

It was necessary to sell an amount of £1,000 
Consols to meet the • deficiency of income , before 
referred to, and there is an amount still owing to 
their Bankers of £200. 

. The various items of Expenditure have not varied 
materially from those of 1880, and, in the total, 
amount to £6,524. Os. 4d., being a decrease in 
comparison .with the Expenditm'e of that year of 
£182. 8s. -ed. In 1879 the Expenditure was over 
£6,000. 

In conclusion the Committee would again appeal 
to the public for increased support. The Hospital 
has as many as One Hundred Beds for those whom 
necessity compels to become In-patients; and these 
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through the greater paxt of the year are all occupied, 
with the exception of a few reserved for accidents. 
It IS open freely to all, and a large proportion of its 
patients are from the country, and some from abroad. 
Every day in the year one at least leaves its doors 
restored from what, but for the treatment received, 
might result in absolute blindness. The bounl^y of 
the wealthy and the benevolent is respectfully solicited 
— it is much needed. 

The Expenditure has been of late, as already men- 
tioned, much in excess of the Income, and without a 
large increase in Donations and Annual Subscriptions, 
the Board of Management may probably have to close 
some of the Wards. They feel assured that the large 
and beneficial operations of the Hospital requii'e only 
to be more widely known ; they ask the aid of the 
Gk)vemors and friends of the Institution in making 
known its usefulness and at the same time its re- 
quirements ; they appeal confidently for the means to 
continue the good work done within its walls ; and 
they commit its interests to the kind consideration of 
the public generally, trusting through its bounty to 
maintain its usefulness in the future as ba^ been 
done in the past.
